COMPANY MEETING 


THE EASTERN BANK 


MR. J. S. HASKELL’S SURVEY 


The Twenty-seventh Annual General Meeting of The Eastern 
Bank, Limited, was held on March 19 at the office of the bank, 
2 and 3, Crosby Square, London, E.C. 

Mr. J. 8S. Haskell (the chairman of the bank), presiding, 
said :—Gentlemen,—The improvement in our home trade, re- 
ferred to when I last addressed you, continued throughout the 

t year with greater activity. Better trade reports from the 
Gaited States, the Dominions, India, the Colonies and other 
countries, the large expenditure on account of armaments and 
the reaction from several lean years all contributed to this 
satisfactory state of affairs. Imports into the United Kingdom 
Scomeed ea ely and with rising prices tend to increase still 
further in mah but exports show only moderate improvement. 
The gap between imports and exports has widened to 
£370,000,000 and this has to be made good by invisible exports 
or the export of capital. 


A BOLDER GOVERNMENT POLICY NEEDED 


The Government has done a great deal to ameliorate the posi- 
tion by imposing import duties and by the negotiation of trade 
pacts, but these are not enough; a bolder and more energetic 
policy is needed if we are to maintain the position and pros- 

erity of the country. In view of the fact that our imports 
Seine abroad total £849 million a year, and almost every country 
trading with us sends us more goods than we send to them, our 
Government has a strong hand for bargaining. Our industrialists 
and merchants are constantly being advised not to neglect the 
export trade, but in the face of high tariffs, quotas, and exchange 
restrictions they can do but little unless the Government exercise 


their powers to the full in every direction. Higher duties might 


well be imposed upon imports, including imports of foodstuffs, 
and duties might also be imposed on the latter where now there 
are none. When wheat was at a low price an import tax, 
negligible in comparison with the great rise in price which has 
now taken place, would have had no effect on the price of bread 
to the consumer. 


INDIA’S PROSPEROUS YEAR 


India has had a prosperous year. The stock markets have 
been buoyant and most sections made remarkable headway, par- 
ticularly iron and steel. Exports of merchandise show a 
substantial advance on the previous year, aggregating 
£138,750,000, an increase of £18,750,000, whilst imports of mer- 
chandise, hedged by high protective duties and the rapid rise 
in Indian industries, declined £8 million as compared with the 
previous year. The excess of exports over imports of merchan- 
dise amounted to £45,750,000, an amount in itself far more than 
sufficient to enable India to meet her obligations in sterling. 
As regards Britain’s share of India’s trade, our exports have 
fallen by £3,750,000, whilst our imports have increased by 
£8,250,000. Nearly £2,000,000 of the fall in exports was 
accounted for by Lancashire goods. 

Japan continues to be a formidable competitor in regard to 
the latter; neither the Trade Agreement with that country nor 
the reduction of the Indian duty by 5 per cent. in favour of 
the United Kingdom has proved helpful. 


FAVOURABLE TRADE BALANCE 

As regards specie, exports of gold from India amounted to 
£24 million, against £32,250,000 in the previous year, whilst 
silver imports amounted to £9,750,000, against exports of 
£3,250,000 the year before. The net movement of specie for the 
year was thus an export of £14,250,000, as against £35,500,000 
in the previous year. Now that the price of gold has steadied at 
the present high level there is no great incentive to export on 
a large scale. 

The favourable balance of trade in merchandise and specie 
amounted to £60 million and has enabled the Indian Government 
to sell Council Bills to an extent much in excess of their 
requirements. For the current financial year they have remitted 
£52 million, thereby building up a large reserve. No new loans 
have been foreshadowed and Indian Government securities appear 
to form attractive investments at current prices. 


THE COTTON INDUSTRY 

In cotton piece-goods, however, Japan has practically displaced 
Lancashire. Out of imports valued at £811,000, the share of the 
United Kingdom was but £50,000. As to rayon, Japanese sup- 
plies amounted to a value of £300,000 out of a total of £385,000, 
the balance being divided between the United Kingdom and 
other countries. A much larger share of the trade of Iraq, which 
before the war was nearly all British, is now falling into the 
hands of other countries. 


THE YEAR’S ENCOURAGING RESULT 
The net result of the past year is a profit of £131,865 13s. 10d., 
an interim dividend of 3s. has been paid, and we now recommend 
a final dividend of 4s. per share, less income tax at the rate of 
4s. 6.82d., after allowing for relief in respect of Dominion taxa- 
tion, making 7 per cent. for the year, an increase of 1 per 
cent.; transfer £10,000 to bank premises, £40,000 to contin- 
gencies, and carrying forward £74,018 5s., an increase of 
£11,865 13s. 10d. over the amount brought in, which I hope you 
will consider satisfactory. 
The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

SALES EXPANSION AT HOME AND ABROAD 


MR. EDWARD ROBSON’S SPEECH 


The Annual General Meeting of Pinchin, Johnson and Com- 
pany, Limited, was held on Neko at the Hotel Victoria 
London. , 

Mr. Edward Robson (the Chairman), in moving the adoption 
of the directors’ report and balance sheet for the year 1936, said: 

In submitting the report and accounts for 1936, I find my task 
an extremely agreeable and easy one, as the figures shown repre- 
sent an outstanding landmark in the history of this successful 
company. 

The total assets amount to no less a sum than £4,041,320. 

The levels at which these assets now stand may be truthfully 
termed “‘ gilt-edged,’”’ inasmuch as they represent figures more 
readily obtainable from a saleable point of view. 

Against the total assets shown, the liabilities only amount to 
£337,470, and I venture to say that such a set of figures repre- 
sents a picture which should please the most cautious of our 
shareholders. 


RECORD SALES 


From your directors’ report you will have observed that our 
net profit for the year totals £379,262, after providing fully for 
all charges, expenses and depreciation. 

The present results have been obtained in face of the keenest 
competition, and with selling prices ruling at the lowest ebb in 
the history of this industry for the past 20 years. 

Our sales for the past year represent another record estab- 
lished in the life of this company, and I would emphasise the 
fact that your board consider this a particularly satisfactory 
feature, especially when one bears in bind the relation of record 
sales to any betterment of selling prices in the future. 

In connection with this matter you will note that advances 
in selling prices of our products have completely lagged behind 
the increases in cost of raw material and labour. It is only now 
that these conditions are making themselves felt sufficiently to 
bring about some little co-operation in the paint industry. 


A HANDSOME BONUS 


Following on my remarks of last year, I am pleased to say 
that your board has decided to distribute a share bonus to 
shareholders of one new share, fully paid, for each ten shares 
at present held. In receiving this distribution I think all share- 
holders will be pleased to know that we do not anticipate any 
difficulty in maintaining at least the same dividend on the 
enlarged capital. 

You will see from our profit figures and carry forward to 1937 
that we commence this year well equipped in this connection. 


PROSPEROUS FUTURE 


Our company’s trade is now being widely spread and covers 
most of the regular industrial fields of activity. We are in no 
way dependent on the so-called armaments programmes of the 
world, and, in view of this fact, I think it can be truthfully 
asserted that, with industrial conditions in a fairly active state, 
this company cannot fail to reap yet more prosperity and 
benefits. 

The re-election of the directors and auditors followed, and 
the meeting terminated after a hearty vote of thanks to the 
chairman, proposed by Mr. W. C. Howard.

Census of Production (Pages i-xvi) 

With this issue of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ 
is published, as a Special Supplement, the fifth of a 
series of Preliminary Reports on the results of the 
Census in respect of production in 1935. The 
Report covers the following iron and steel trades :— 
Hardware, Hollow-ware, Metallic Furniture and 
Sheet Metal; Chain, Nail, Screw and Miscellaneous 
Forgings; Wire; Tool and Implement; Cutlery; and 
Needle, Pin and Metal Smallwares. There is in 
addition a summary table covering the whole of the 
iron and steel trades 


Ages of British Migrants (Page 430) 

In 1936 an excess of 17,406 immigrants over 
emigrants was recorded, as compared with an immi- 
grant excess of 16,463 in 1935. Of the total inward 
excess of male and female migrants last year over 
three-fifths was accounted for in each case by 
persons at least 35 years of age, most of the 
remainder being juveniles. There was a small excess 
of male emigrants over immigrants in 1935 and 1936 
in the age groups 20-24 and 25-29, these being the 
first net outward movements recorded for any age- 
group since 1930. 


British Postal Traffic (Page 435) 
Average daily receipts in February, 1937, showed 
an increase of 8°3 per cent. as compared with Feb- 
ruary, 1936, 


Our Economic Position (Pages 437-438) 
The usual tables provide figures for February and 
comparison with previous months and monthly 
averages. 


Australian Oversea Trade (Page 439) 
Imports in the second half of 1936, at £45,702,000, 
and exports, at £53,513,000, compared with 





£42,108,000 and £47,719,000 respectively in July. 
December, 1935. 


Distribution of Canadian Trade (Page 442) 


Imports valued at 635 million dollars and exports 
at 1,015 million dols. in 1936 compared with 550 and 
825 million dols. respectively in 1935. The distribu. 
tion of this trade between the principal countries 
dealing with Canada is shown in a table. 


Swiss Foreign Trade in 1936 (Page 444) 


The devaluation of the Swiss france at the end of 
September, 1936, had a considerable influence, 
being followed by a further rise in exports, which, 
with the increased cost of imports, raised total trade 
to 2,147-9 million franes. As regards the distribu- 
tion of trade there was a decrease of 2-0 per cent. in 
imports from and an increase of 7-4 per cent. in 
exports to European countries. 


Hungarian Tariff Changes, etc. (Page 450) 


Various modifications and alternations are notified 
and recent additions to lists of goods subject to 
licence requirements on import or export are 
specified. 


Polish Import Licences (Page 452) 


A Circular from the Polish Ministry of Finance 
gives notice that import licences are issued by the 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce either direct 
or through the intermediary of Chambers of Com- 
merce and Industry, or the Chamber for Foreign 
Trade in Danzig. The provisions applied to the 
clearance of goods accompanied by a_ clause 
‘“* through ports of the Polish Customs Area ”’ are 
reproduced.

UNITED KINGDOM 
AGE-GROUPS OF{BRITISH’ EMIGRANTS AND IMMIGRANTS IN 1936 


In the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of March 18 
(pages 405-409) particulars were given relating to the 
occupations of British migrants, of 18 years of age and 
upwards, between the United Kingdom and non- 
European countries in 1936, and the present article 
deals with the ages of those migrants and also of those 
under 18 years of age. 


The tables on pages 432, 433 and 434 show the age- 
grouping (so far as ascertained) of the male and female 
emigrants and immigrants of British nationality who 
left or took up permanent residence in England and 
Wales, in Scotland, in Northern Ireland, and in the 
United Kingdom in 1936. Similar particulars for 1935 
were published in the issue of the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of 
March 26, 1936. The particulars for both years are 
summarised in the paragraphs which follow. 


AGES OF EMIGRANTS AND IMMIGRANTS 


The summary statement following shows the age- 
grouping of British male and female migrants who left 
or took up permanent residence in the United Kingdom 
during the years 1935 and 1936. Residence for a year

Infants of less than 12 months old (included in the 
under 12 group) accounted for something under 2 per 
cent. of the total number of male and female 
emigrants in 1935 and less than 1} per cent. in 1936, 
and for rather more than 1 per cent. of the male and 
female immigrants in both 1935 and 1936. 


As regards male emigrants, the proportion of adoles- 
cents (i.e. 12-17 years) declined from about 12 per cent. 
in 1929 to 4 per cent. in 1935 and 1936, while those in 
the age-group 18-29, who accounted for nearly one-half 
of the total in 1928 and 1929, decreased in relative 
importance in each year from 1928 to 1934 (31 per 
cent.). This trend was, however, reversed in 1935, when 
the proportion increased to 334 per cent.; in 1936 the 
proportion was 33 per cent. For female emigrants the 
proportions in the two classes mentioned showed 
similar trends, but of a less marked character, except 
that it was not until 1936 that there was an increase 
in the 18-29 years group. ‘The principal change 
between 1935 and 1936 was, for male emigrants, a 
relative increase in those of 30 years of age and over, 
and, for females, a relative increase in those aged 18-29. 

The most important change since 1929 in the ages of 
the immigrants is the decline in the proportion of those 
recorded as within the group 18-29 years. This move- 
ment did not commence till after 1931, and it is still 
continuing, as is the increase in the proportion of the 
older immigrants, particularly those aged 45 and over. 

In the case of both emigrants and immigrants in 
1936 the number of females exceeded the number of 
males in each of the age-groups with the exception of 
emigrants of 20-24 years of age and immigrants under 
12 years. For all ages together, the excess of female 
over male emigrants was about 28} per cent. in 1936, 


‘8 compared with 224 per cent. in 1935. The normal 


movement up to 1929 showed an excess of males over 
females. 


Excess oF IMMIGRANTS 


In 1936 an excess of 17,406 immigrants over 
emigrants was recorded, as compared with an excess 
of 16,463 immigrants over emigrants in 1935. The 
excess in each age-group and for each of the sexes is 
shown as follows.

Emigrants.—Male emigrants of all ages from 
England and Wales numbered 10,905 in 1936, as com- 
pared with 11,147 in 1935, these figures representing 
about 834 per cent. of the total male emigration from 
the United Kingdom in those years; for females the 
numbers were 14,292 and 13,889, respectively, or about 
85 per cent. of the total from the United Kingdom. 
Of the emigrants from England and Wales in 1936 
about 47 per cent. of the males and 54} per cent. of 
the females were of 30 years of age or over and 31} 
per cent. of the males and 27 per cent. of the females 
were between 18 and 30 years of age; the correspond- 
ing figures for 1985 were 47 and 56 per cent. in respect 
of the first age grouping and 334 and 264 per cent. for 
the second. Male and female emigrants of all ages 
from Scotland numbered 1,851 and 2,140, respectively, 
in 1936, and 1,917 and 2,139 in 1935. The numbers in 
the age-groups including males of 30 years of age and 
over represented 46 per cent. of the total males from 
Scotland in 1936 and for females 58 per cent., while 
364 per cent. of the males and 24 per cent. of the 
females were between 18 and 30 years of age; the pro- 
portions in these age-groupings were very similar to 
those in 1935. The numbers of male and female 
emigrants from Northern Ireland were between 2 and 
24 per cent. of the respective totals from the United 
Kingdom in both 1935 and 1936. 


Immigrants.—In the return movement in 1936 the 
numbers intending to reside permanently in England 
and Wales, Scotland and Northern Ireland represented 
about 83, 144 and 24 per cent., respectively, both as 
regards males and females; the proportions were about 
the same in 1935. The number of males of 30 years of 
age and over represented 56, 60 and 56 per cent. of the 
total number of male immigrants into England and 
Wales, Scotland and Northern Ireland, respectively, 
the corresponding percentages for females being 60, 
62 and 61. The proportions in this age-group in 1935

Sex-GrouPInc By Country oF FurTurRE, or Last, 
PERMANENT RESIDENCE 

Emigrants.—As regards the sex-grouping by country 
of future permanent residence, there were decreases in 
1936, as compared with 1935, in the number of 
emigrants from the United Kingdom to Australia (190 
males and 266 females) and Other Foreign Countries 
(240 males) and increases to Other British Countries 
(154 males and 167 females) and India, including 
Ceylon (296 females). Apart from these changes, the 
variations in the numbers of males and females to any 
of the areas specified in the tables did not amount to 
100. The total movement to all destinations in 1936, 
as compared with 1935, showed a decrease of 339 male, 
and an increase of 394 female, emigrants. 


Immigrants.—As regards the return movement, the 
number of immigrants in 1936 was about 1,000 more 
than in 1935, the principal increases being in respect 
of India, including Ceylon (551 males and 444 females), 
British North America (105 males and 290 females), 
and Other British and Other Foreign Countries (158 
and 246 males and 255 and 89 females, respectively). 
There were decreases in the numbers from the United 
States (498 males and 883 females), New Zealand 
(165 males and 75 females) and British South Africa 
(57 males and 101 females). 


BRITISH POSTAL TRAFFIC 
AVERAGE DAILY RECEIPTS 


The average daily receipts of the Post Office in the 
United Kingdom from postal traffic per working day 
for each month from January, 1936, to February, 1937, 
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are shown below. Telegraph and telephone receipts, 
savings bank and money and postal order business are 
excluded, but the value of postage stamps used for 
receipt stamps and other revenue duties is included. 
The figures form an approximately correct index of the 
movement from month to month of the amount of 
postal traffic handled expressed in terms of postage.

A prize of £100 for an essay on the following subject : 
What are your views as to the effectiveness or other- 
wise of Part II of the Merchant Shipping (Safety and 
Load Line Conventions) Act, 1923, with special refer- 
ence to vessels engaged in the carriage of oil and timber 
cargoes, and with particular regard to actual sea 
experience ? 
The Competition was limited to past and present members 
of the seafaring profession.

PARCEL POST TO VENEZUELA 


According to a Report received from H.M. Consul at 
Caracas, a Presidential Decree, dated January 29, 
1937, lays down regulations for a parcel post service 
to and from Venezuela, which conform in the main 
lines to international usage. 


Parcels dispatched to Venezuela from abroad must 
not exceed 5 kilograms in weight and must be wrapped 
in ordinary strong cloth in the form of a bale. They 
must not contain correspondence. They must be 
accompanied by a Customs declaration in quadrupli- 
cate giving, among other particulars, the net weight 
and value of the contents. 


Parcels containing gold, silver or other precious 
articles must be marked by a special label on the 
parcel, using the words ‘‘ Objetos Preciosos,’’ written 
in letters not less than 1 em, high. 


The decree provides for a minimum charge of 
Bs. 1°95 per parcel, comprising import duty, Customs 
clearance and other fees. 


The Report adds that with a view to obviating delays 
in delivery parcels addressed to Caracas will in future 
be cleared through a special office in that town instead 
of being handled in La Guaira, as hitherto.

EFRECT OF FIBRE CORES ON INTERNAL 
CORROSION IN COLLIERY WINDING ROPES 


In previous publications the Wire Ropes Research Com- 
mittee of the Safety in Mines Research Board have shown 
that internal “‘ corrosion-fatigue”’ is the most dangerous 
type of deterioration leading to the failure of colliery wind- 
ing ropes, and that only a small amount of internal 
corrosion is needed to promote this condition. 


The prevention of internal corrosion is therefore a matter 
of great importance and Safety in Mines Research Board 
Paper No. 97, entitled ‘‘ The Effect of Fibre Cores on In- 
ternal Corrosion in Colliery Winding Ropes,’’ deals with 
the part played by the fibre core of round and flattened 
strand ropes in promoting corrosion. 


An account is given of the technique developed for the 
prosecution of the research on this problem, the result of 
the investigations carried out, and the conclusions reached.

AUSTRALIA 


OVERSEA TRADE IN DECEMBER, 1936 


The report on oversea trade of Australia for December, 
1936, recently made available by the Commonwealth 
Statistician, Canberra, shows that imports of merchandise 
in December, 1936, were £stg.7,147,000, as compared with 
Lstg.7,212,000 in December, 1935, a decrease of £stg.65,000 
(0-9 per cent.). Exports of merchandise were £stg.13,729,000 
in December, 1936, as compared with £stg.10,828,000, an 
increase of £stg.2,901,000 (26-8 per cent.). Imports of 
merchandise for the first six months of the year 1936-37

BALANCE OF TRADE 


The favourable commodity balance of trade in December, 
1936, was £stg.6,582,000, as compared with a favourable 
balance of £stg.3,616,000 in December, 1935. Including 
bullion and specie the favourable commodity balance in 
December, 1936, was £stg.7,510,000, as against a favourable 
balance of £stg.4,849,000 in December, 1935. 


For the first six months of 1936-37 a favourable commodity 
balance of £stg.7,811,000 was recorded as compared with 
a favourable balance of £stg.5,611,000 for the first six 
months of 1935-36. Including bullion and specie the favour- 
able balance for the first six months of 1936-37 was 
£stg.12,324,000, as compared with a favourable balance of 
£stg.10,312,000 for the corresponding period of 1935-36.

BRITISH WEST INDIES AND 
BRITISH GUIANA 


CROPS AND WEATHER: COMMODITY 
EXPORTS 


The harvesting of the 1937 sugar crop is general, and this, 
with the rise in prices of most commodities, is assisting in 
maintaining the improvement in general trade conditions 
mentioned in recent reports. 


In Barbados the weather has been fairly dry and very 
suitable for the reaping of the 1937 sugar crop, which is 
making satisfactory progress. 


In Jamaica grinding of the 1937 sugar crop is proceeding 
favourably. Exports of bananas from January 1 to Febru- 
ary 20 amounted to 3,031,687 stems, as compared with 
1,031,990 stems during the corresponding period of last 
year. The market for ginger has been firmer. Although 
there is no great activity in the dyewoods market, there 
is a steady demand, and unsold stocks are now very light. 
The tourist season promises to be one of the best the Island 
has ever had. 


In Trinidad the weather has been very favourable for 
the reaping of the sugar and cocoa crops. Since our last 
report cocoa prices have fallen, but are still almost double 
those ruling at the corresponding time of last year. Ex- 
ports of mineral oil in 1936 amounted to 434,172,775 gallons, 
as compared with 384,774,050 gallons during the previous 
year. This industry continues to show great activity. 


As regards the Leeward and Windward Islands, rains have 
been rather excessive in St. Lucia, and in consequence 
gnnding of the 1937 sugar crop has been rather hampered. 
Since our last report there has been considerable unsteadi- 
ness in the United States cocoa market, and prices have 
fallen sharply. Exports of arrowroot from St. Vincent 
during J anuary amounted to 1,829 barrels, as compared with 
3,364 barrels in the corresponding month of last year. 


In British Guiana the local rice market has been fairly 
active, with improving prices. Activity in the gold in- 
dustry continues and is absorbing a fair amount of labour. 
Exports of bauxite during January amounted to 15,149 
tons, as compared with 9,615 tons and 8,032 tons in January, 
1936 and 1935, respectively—Barclays Bank (Dominion, 
Colonial and Overseas).

CEYLON 
FOREIGN TRADE IN JANUARY 


The Principal Collector of Customs, Ceylon, reports that 
imports in January last were valued at Rs. 20,264,000; 
domestic exports at Rs. 19,871,000 and re-exports at 
Rs. 1,466,000, as compared with Rs. 19,696,000, Rs. 
17,936,000 and Rs. 2,133,000, respectively, in January, 1936. 


As compared with January, 1936, the value of imports 
of food, drink and tobacco decreased by Rs. 1,410,000 to 
Rs. 8,905,000 in January, 1937. Raw materials increased 
by Rs. 313,000 to Rs. 3,882,000 and manufactured articles 
rose by Rs. 1,664,000 to Rs. 7,445,000. The chief advances 
were: cured and maldive fish, + Rs. 263,000; liquid fuel, 
+ Rs. 274,000; and petrol, + Rs. 774,000. Declines were 
registered in the case of rice, — Rs. 1,584,000; sugar, 
— Rs. 115,000; coal, — Rs. 127,000; and motor cars, 
— Rs. 97,000. 


Export TRADE 


As compared with January of last year, the value of ex- 
ports of food, drink and tobacco declined by Rs. 1,763,000 to 
Rs. 10,984,000 in January, 1937. Raw materials increased 
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by Rs. 3,679,000 to Rs. 8,726,000 and manufactured articles 
rose by Rs. 21,000 to Rs. 161,000. The chief increases were : 
coconut produce, + Rs, 1,206,000, and rubber, + Rs. 
2,494,000. Exports of tea were smaller, — Rs. 2,305,000. 


CANADA 
DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE IN 1936

Wholesale and retail turnovers at the large centres in 
the Union are well maintained and prospects good, although 
a slight recession from the recent high levels is expected at 
Johannesburg, as railway bookings for the Easter exodus 
from the Rand are exceptionally heavy. Progressive pros- 
perity in Union commerce and industry is reflected in the 
national and railway Budgets presented on March 15, 
disclosing surpluses of £5 million and £1,873,180, respec- 
tively, and estimates for the ensuing year indicate official 
expectation of the continuance of favourable conditions. 
Building plans passed at Johannesburg in February were 
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valued at the record figure of £1,218,157, and genera] 
activity at other large centres is increasing. Farming con. 
ditions and outlook are favourable, and agricultural imple. 
ments and fencing materials are selling well. 


Gop Output: Ratway EARNINGS 


The output of gold in the Transvaal in February (% 
working days) was 922,941 fine ozs., with a value, including 
the premium on the basis of £7 1s. 6d. per fine oz., of 
£6,529,808, compared with 894,624 fine ozs., with a value on 
the basis of £7 Os. 6d. per fine oz., of £6,284,733 for Febru. 
ary, 1936 (25 working days). The average daily output in. 
creased 754 fine ozs. to 38,456. The number of natives em. 
ployed increased 2,926 to 309,822. 


Railway earnings from February 7 to March 6 amounted 
to £2,431,291, or £131,291 above the Budget estimate. Total 
earnings for the period April 1, 1936, to March 6, 1937, 
were £29,871,591, or about £1,950,000 above the estimate, 
as compared with £27,881,050 for the corresponding period 
of the previous financial year. 


Crops AND SKINS 


The first preliminary estimate of the new season maize 
crop, based on conditions in February, indicates a record 
yield of 27,144,000 bags. The market is quiet owing to the 
absence of consumption demand, and quotations are showing 
a weaker tendency. 


The final estimate of the wheat crop, based on January 
returns, is 4,858,400 bags, compared with the December 
forecast of 4,995,600 bags. 


The combing wool season is closing and offerings mostly 
consist of inferior types; generally short and medium wools 
are commencing to arrive and_ satisfactory sales are 
expected. 


Mohair is unchanged. 


Hides are generally firmer as a result of strong demand, 
but business is difficult owing to the shortage of supplies. 
Offerings of woolled skins are being readily absorbed and 
prices are rising, although they are still below the levels 
ruling earlier in the year. Shearlings are in good demand; 
goatskins are firm, but supplies limited. Angoras have 
advanced 5 per cent., and a further rise is expected owing 
to keen demand for mohair. 


Ostrich feathers are steady. 


Demand for wattle bark is maintained, but supplies are 
still scarce. Prices for extract are unchanged, although 
demand is weaker. 


Exports of deciduous fruit to March 6 totalled 40,152 
tons, compared with 51,532 tons in the corresponding period 
the previous season. 


Wholesale and retail soft goods trade is satisfactory, and 
secondary industries remain well occupied. 


WOOL AND MOHAIR MOVEMENTS, 1936-37

SWITZERLAND 
FOREIGN TRADE IN 1936 


(From the British Commercial Secretary)

The devaluation of the Swiss franc at the end of Sep. 
tember, 1936, has had a considerable influence on Swiss 
foreign trade. During the first nine months of last year the 
value of imports was 107 million frances less than that for 
the same period 1935, and the value of exports had increased 
by 37 million frs., so that compared with the period nine 
months, 1935, the total decline in turnover was 70 million 
frs. 


The devaluation was followed by a further rise in exports, 
This, combined with the increased cost of imports, resulted 
in the total trade turnover for the whole year rising to 
2,147-9 million frs., namely, an increase of 42-6 million frs, 
over that for 1935. 


BALANCE OF TRADE 


On the other hand, whereas at the end of the first nine 
months of 1936 the adverse trade balance had reached the 
very low figure of 215-1 million frs., as against 358-7 million 
frs. for the corresponding period 1935, during the December 
quarter, notwithstanding increased exports, the cost of 
imports increased to such an extent that the adverse trade 
balance for the whole year rose to 384-7 million frs., as 
against 461-3 million frs. for 1935. The figure for 1936 is, 
however, the lowest annual deficit since 1922.

Although imports of wheat declined as regards weight, 
their value rose owing to the fact that the declared value 
of this commodity rose from 112-90 frs. to 143-90 frs. per 
metric ton. There were important purchases of wheat from 
Canada and from Hungary. Imports of fresh fruit nearly 
trebled in weight and rose from 12-4 to 22-3 million frs. 
Imports of wine in casks and those of crystallised sugar 
showed a marked decline.

INTRODUCTORY NOTES 


1. The preliminary results of the Census of Produc- 
tion of 1935 are being issued in a series of Supplements 
to the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ at fortnightly 
intervals. Notice of the trades to be covered by follow- 
ing issues will be given in the ‘* Journal ’’ from time 
to time. 


Complete returns may not have been received in all 
cases at the time of publication of the preliminary 
results, which should accordingly be regarded as pro- 
visional. In general, however, the amendments 
necessary are expected to be of minor importance, and 
the results may be taken as substantially comparable 
in the aggregate with those for previous years. For 
certain semi-manufactured articles, the output 
recorded as sold in 1935 may exceed the corresponding 
figure for 1934 by reason of returns being furnished for 
1935 for each separate establishment, so far as prac- 
ticable, whereas for 1934 firms were permitted to 
furnish an aggregated return covering the whole of 
their activities in one trade. The final figures will be 
published at a later date in volume form, and these 
final reports will contain additional detail, including 
for certain trades an estimate of the output free from 
duplication. 


2. Scope of the Census.—The Census covered manu- 
facturing industries, mines and quarries, the Building 
and Contracting Trade and the productive services 
carried out by Public Utility Undertakings, whether 
publicly or privately owned. Repairing and ‘‘ process- 
ing’ work was included. The number of separate 
trades distinguished was 122; a list of these trades is 
given at the end of these notes. All the particulars 
relate to the United Kingdom. 


3. Exclusion of small firms.—Detailed returns were 
not obtained from firms employing not more than ten 
persons as a yearly average, the only information 
required from these firms (except those in the Bread, 
Cakes, etc., Trade) being a statement of the nature of 
their business and the average number of their male 
and female employees in the year. The same limita- 
tion was applied to the Census of 1930 and to the 
Import Duties Act Inquiries of 1933 and 1934, and the 
whole of the information given in this series, for any 
year, should be understood to relate to the operations 
of firms employing more than ten persons. 


At the 1930 Census the number of businesses in 
which not more than ten persons were employed was 
recorded as 212,140; the estimated number of persons 
employed by these firms was 758,000, or about 9°6 per 
cent. of the total for all industries. 


- 4, Comparisons with previous pean Seaaene 
of the results for 1985 is made with those of the most 
recent previous year for which statistics are available, 
i.e. with those for the year 1934 in the case of the 78 
trades included in the Import Duties Act Inquiry for 
that year, and with those of the 1930 Census in the 
case of the remaining trades. 

In some cases where comparisons are made with the 
results of the Import Duties Act Inquiry, 1934, the 
particulars shown for that year may be defective. This 
arises from two causes: (i) the Inquiry for 1934 was 
generally limited to manufacturing undertakings, 








repairing firms and workshops doing only a commission 
trade being excluded; (ii) as the Inquiry related only 
to selected trades, some classes of products were not 
completely covered, being manufactured also by firms 
whose principal output lay in trades that were 
excluded from the Inquiry. Any substantial differ- 
ences that may be due to these circumstances are dealt 
with by a special note, generally to Table II dealing 
with the ‘principal products’’ of the trade 
concerned. 


_5. Contents of the preliminary summaries.—The pre- 
liminary series of results will consist generally of 
seven tables, containing the information set out below. 


Table I.—The principal results recorded by all firms 
that made returns on schedules for the trade 
concerned, 


Table II1.—The total selling values and (where avail- 
able) quantities of the principal products of the trade. 
These totals will include not only the output of the 
firms classified in the trade concerned but also the 
additional output recorded by firms whose returns were 
made on schedules for other trades. The figures for 
1935 may not cover the whole of this additional out- 
put, and cases in which the deficiencies are likely to 
impair comparability are specially noted. 

For some trades in which important classes of semi- 
finished goods may either be sold or be further manu- 


. factured by the firm that produced them, particulars 


of the total quantities of these goods made are also 
shown. 


Table III.—The quantities of the principal products 
of the trade in relation to those of exports and imports. 
Particulars of value may be given in cases where com- 
parable records of quantities are not available. 


Table IV.—Particulars of the secondary output of 
the trade, i.e. all goods made and work done other 
than those included in Table II as principal products. 


Table V.—The quantity and cost of certain im- 
portant classes of materials, and of coal, coke, heavy 
fuel oil and electricity purchased and used by firms 
that made returns on schedules for the trade con- 
cerned, For some trades this information was obtain- 
able only on voluntary lines. 


Table VI.—The quantities of electricity consumed 
(generated in firms’ own works and purchased) by firms 
that made returns on schedules for the trade concerned. 
This information is not available for the year 1934. 


Table VII.—The average number of operatives em- 
ployed in the year and the number of administrative, 
technical and clerical staff employed in one week in 
October, classified between males and females and 
between employees over and under 18 years of age. 
The sex and age distribution of the operatives is as 
recorded for the week ended October 12, 1935. The 
numbers shown relate to those employed by the firms 
whose returns were made on schedules for the trade 
concerned. 

For those trades in which outworkers are employed, 
the numbers of these employees are also given for two 
dates in each year. 
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6. Instructions for making Returns.—The following 
notes explain the meanings of the terms used in the 
tables and outline the general instructions given to 
firms as to the manner in which their returns were to 
be completed. 


(i) Period covered.—Firms were required to make 
returns for the calendar year 1935, but if the calendar 
year was not their year of account, a return for a 
business year ending not later than April 7, 1936, and 
not earlier than April 8, 1935, was accepted. : 


(ii) Valuation of output.—The values to be shown 
were the net selling values of all deliveries of goods (as 
packed for sale) within the year of return, plus the 
book value of stocks at the end and less that of stocks 
at the beginning of the year. In determining the net 
selling value, firms were instructed to deduct from the 
amounts charged to customers such items as discounts, 
payments to transport firms, railway companies, etc., 
for carriage outwards, and allowances for returnable 
cases, etc. Where separate returns were made for 
different departments of the same firm, and goods 
produced in one department were used in another 
department in the production of more finished goods, 
such goods were required to be included in the output 
of the first (producing) department, and in the 
materials of the second (using) department, at the 
value at which they were transferred in the firm’s 
books. 


(iii) Valuation of work done by firms working ‘‘ on 
commission,’’ ete.—Firms working ‘* on commission ”’ 
or ‘‘ for the trade ’’ on materials given out to them by 
other firms were required to state, as the value of their 
output, only the amounts received by them for the 
work, less discounts and payments to transport firms, 
railway companies, etc., for carriage outwards, and to 
exclude the value of the materials supplied to them by 
the firms for which the work was done. Where the 
work was done on goods supplied by manufacturing 
firms, its value is included in the final selling value of 
the goods as recorded by those firms. In the case of 
goods made on commission for merchants or other 
persons who made no returns at the Census, the selling 
value of the goods has escaped record. 


(iv) Distinction between ‘‘ Goods made for sale ”’ 
and ‘‘ Total make.’’—The output recorded as ‘‘ made 
for sale ’’ represents goods in the form in which they 
were sold during the year of account or held in stock at 
the end of the year, Where goods were used for 
further manufacturing purposes in the establishments 
in which they were made, the output for sale falls 
short of the total quantities made. For certain classes 
of products a return of total make was required in 
addition to that of the output for sale, and this addi- 
tional information is shown separately. 


(v) Work in progress at beginning or end of year.— 
In order to determine the output properly attributable 
to the year covered by their returns, firms engaged in 
certain industries were required to state the value of 
work in progress at the beginning and end of that year. 
If the statement of output included any goods which 
were in course of construction at the beginning of the 
year the value of the work done in the previous year 
was estimated and returned separately; similarly, the 
value of goods in course of construction at the end of 
the year was estimated and returned separately. 
Allowance for the difference in these aggregates has 
been made where necessary. 


(vi) Exclusion of merchanting.—Where firms, in 
addition to their manufacturing business, also bought 
goods and re-sold them in the same condition as that 
in which they were purchased, they were instructed to 
omit such goods from their statements of output and 
of materials, and to exclude from their statements of 
persons employed those members of their staff who 
were wholly or mainly required in connection with 
their merchanting business. 


(vii) Materials.—The total ‘‘ cost of materials 
used ’’ was required to include all raw and other

materials purchased and used in the production of the 
output recorded in the firm’s return; all fuel, oil, gag 
and electricity purchased; packing and workshop 
materials; and materials for repairs to the firm’s owy 
buildings or plant carried out by their own workpeople, 
The cost was to include charges for transport unleg 
transport was carried out by the firm’s own staf 
The book value of stocks of materials at the beginning 
of the year was included and that of stocks at the end 
of the year deducted from the total purchases in the 
year. The figure was not to include wages, salarieg, 
rent, rates, insurance, depreciation, and _ similg 
charges, or the cost of new machinery and plant, 
Where separate returns were made for different depart. 
ments of the same firm, goods produced in one depart. 
ment and used in another department were required 
to be treated as purchased by the second (using) 
department, and included in that department’s total 
cost of materials at the amount credited to the pro 
ducing department. Firms working on commission or 
for the trade were instructed to return, as materials, 
only goods which they themselves purchased and used, 
and not the goods given out to them by the firms for 
which they worked. 


The particulars in respect of special classes of 
materials represent the total purchases in the year, 
adjusted for stock variations in the manner described 
in the previous paragraph. 


(viii) Work given out.—Firms giving out work to 
other firms or other branches of the same firms for 
which separate returns were made were required to 
state the aggregate amount paid to such firms or 
branches for work done in the year. The amount thus 
returned was not to include the cost of any items 
accounted for under the heading of ‘* Materials.’’ 


(ix) Net output.—The net output of a trade is the 
figure which results from deducting from the value of 
the gross output the aggregate of the ‘‘ Cost of 
materials used ’’ and amount paid for ‘* Work given 
out,’’ together with the amount of any Excise duty 
included in the value of the’ products and not in that 
of the materials used. This figure represents the value 
added to materials by the industria] processes and, 
after allowance for a sum sufficient to cover the depre- 
ciation of plant and machinery, constitutes the fund 
from which wages, salaries, rents, royalties, rates and 
taxes, advertisement and selling expenses, and all 
other similar charges have to be provided, as well a8 
profits. 


(x) Persons employed.—Firms were required to 
classify persons employed by them under the two head- 
ings of (i) Operatives (wage-earners), and (ii) Adminis- 
trative, technical and clerical staff. The numbers of 
‘* Operatives ’’ relate to all wage-earners (including 
foremen, van and lorry drivers and warehouseme?) 
employed by the firm in and about the factory o 
works, or in outside work of construction or repair, 
and ‘‘ Administrative, technical and clerical staff ” to 
the office and management staff (i.e. working proprie- 
tors, managing directors, managers, designers, sales- 
men, travellers, etc.), all clerks, typists and other 
persons engaged primarily in office work béing recorded 
under this heading and not as operatives. Where 
outworkers were employed, the number of these 
was recorded separately and not included in the 
number of operatives. Persons required wholly o 
mainly in connection with any merchanting business 
carried on were to be excluded. 


The particulars required related to the persons em- 
ployed (i.e. on the pay sheets) in certain specifi 
weeks, with the proviso that, in the event of a strike o 
lock-out, holiday or special cessation of work in any 0 
these weeks, the nearest ordinary week (of which tbe 
ending date should be stated) was to be taken. 


Firms were required to state :— 


(a) The numbers employed in the week ended 
October 12, 1935 (or October 18, 1934, if the 
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return covered a period ended before October 12, 
1935), divided under the two main headings 
defined above, and also according to their sex and 
age (as over or under 18 years of age). 


(b) The number of operatives actually at work 
in a specified week (one of the middle weeks) in 
each month of the period covered by the return. 


(xi) Outworkers.—In those trades employing out- 
workers (i.e. workpeople doing work off the firm's 
premises on materials supplied by the firm) particulars 
were required of the number of outworkers employed 
at two dates in the year covered by the return, viz. 
at or about January 19 and July 18, 1935.

As regards imports of solid fuel, purchases of coal in- 
creased by 90,150 tons and 6-2 million frs. According to 
the Statistical Office approximately 40 per cent. of the coal 
imported into Switzerland is for domestic purposes, 25 per 
cent. goes to the gas works and 25 per cent. to industrial 
concerns and from 5 to 6 per cent. to the transport under- 
takings. As regards liquid fuel, imports of petrol showed 
a decrease of 12,880 tons and 0-6 million frs., those of 
petroleum declined by 2,240 tons and 0:2 million frs., while 
those of petroleum residues, used principally for heating 
purposes, increased in weight, + 3,780 tons, but fell in 
value, — 0-1 million frs. 


Export TRADE 


As regards the export trade, as a result of the consider- 
able improvement during the last three months of 1936, ex- 
ports of manufactured goods rose from 667-6 million frs. in 
1935 to 755-5 million frs, in the year under review, those of 
raw materials showed a slight decline and those of foodstuffs 
remained stationary. 

The principal improvement was in respect of the watch- 
making and metallurgical industries. There was a record 
export of over 19 million watches (of which 5-7 million to 
the United Kingdom) to the value of 151-6 million frs., as 
against 16-8 million watches to the value of 124-5 million 
frs. in 1935. Exports of machinery amounted in value to 
313-2 million frs., as compared with 266-8 million frs. The 
textile industry also showed signs of a revival, more 
especially as regards exports of silk goods, embroideries, 
cotton piece-goods and hosiery.

The above-mentioned twelve countries covered 75°6 per 
cent, of Swiss imports (78-1 per cent. in 1935) and absorbed 
74:3 per cent. of Switzerland’s exports (74-9 per cent. in 
1935). It will be observed that Switzerland’s favourable 
trade balance with the United Kingdom has increased from 
1:6 million frs. in 1935 to 20-6 million frs. Although im- 
ports from Germany fell by some 24-0 million frs., there was 
a marked tendency towards heavier purchases from that 
country during the month of December, which facilitated 
transfer operations. As Germany’s purchasing power is 
limited as a result of clearing agreements, there has been 
no large expansion of Swiss exports to Germany. In con- 
nection with the German and French totals, it must be 
remembered that the Saar reverted to Germany on Febru- 
ary 18, 1935. The improvement in Swiss exports to the 
United States may be attributed mainly to the effects of 
the new Swiss-American Commercial Agreement, which 
became operative on February 15, 1936.

After their marked decline in 1931-32, imports from the 
United Kingdom showed a tendency to rise again during 
1933-34, but this firmness was not maintained, and in 1935 
they continued their downward course, rising slightly again 
in value in 1936. Swiss exports to the United Kingdom in- 
creased from 77-9 million frs. in 1935 to 97-9 million frs. in 
1936 and the balance in Switzerland’s favour was the 
highest since the devaluation of sterling in 1931. With the 
exception of the years 1933-34, Switzerland’s trade balance 
with the United Kingdom has always been in her favour. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
FOREIGN TRADE IN JANUARY 


According to statistics recently issued by the Division of 
Foreign Trade Statistics, Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce at Washington, both exports and imports were 
substantially larger in value in January, 1937, 12 per cent. 
and 28 per cent., respectively, than in January, 1936. 
Following the usual seasonal tendency, exports in January 
showed a small percentage decline from December, 1936. 
Imports, which ordinarily increased slightly between these 
two months, also recorded a small decline in value. 


Exports, including re-exports, amounted to 221,550,000 
dollars, as compared with 229,733,000 dols. in December, 
1936, and 198,564,000 dols. in January, 1936.

General imports (goods entered for sterage in bonded 
warehouses, plus goods which entered merchandising 
channels immediately upon arrival in the _ count 
amounted to 240,396,000 dols., as compared with 244,712,000 
dols. in December, 1936, and 187,482,000 dols, in January, 
1936. 


Imports for consumption (goods which entered mer- 
chandising or consumption channels immediately upon 
arrival, plus withdrawals from warehouse for consumption) 
amounted to 228,682,000 dols., as compared with 240,214,000 
dols. in December, 1936, and 186,377,000 dols. in January, 
1936. 


Imports exceeded exports in value by 18,846,000 dols. in 
January. In December, 1936, there was a net import 
balance of 14,979,000 dols. and in January, 1936, a net 
export balance of 11,082,000 dols. 


CHANGES IN IMPORTS AND Exports 


Increases in exports, as during 1936, continued to be pro- 
nounced among the semi-finished and finished manufactured 
products. These classes of products account for practically 
all of the increase in value over January, 1936. The value 
of exports of metals and manufactures in January, 1937, 
was 22,102,000 dols., as compared with 15,653,000 dols. in 
January, 1936, and the value of machinery and vehicles 
62,348,000 dols., as against 49,841,000 dols. in January, 1936, 


Exports of textile fibres and manufactures were valued 
at 43,991,000 dols., compared with 41,116,000 dols. in Janu- 
ary, 1936. Non-metallic minerals were valued at 29,764,000 
dols., as against 27,068,000 dols. a year earlier. Exports of 
edible animal and vegetable products, and inedible vegetable 
products in January, 1937, were smaller in value than in 
January, 1936. Exports of wood and paper and their pro- 
ducts and chemicals and related products were likewise 
smaller in value than in January, 1936. 


The increase in imports for consumption compared with 
the corresponding month of last year was distributed among 
many commodities, although increases in imports of vege- 
table food products and textile fibres and manufactures 
accounted for over half of the total increase. Imports of 
grains and preparations increased from a value of 3,848,000 
dols. to 8,756,000 dols.; feedstuffs from 424,000 dols. to 
1,704,000 dols. ; cocoa from 3,002,000 dols. to 5,392,000 dols. ; 
and coffee from 12,201,000 dols. to 15,867,000 dols. Imports 
of unmanufactured wool increased from 21,167,000 lbs., 
valued at 4,089,000 dols., to 46,890,000 Ibs., valued at 
12,821,000 dols.; imports of raw silk from 5,578,000 lbs., 
valued at 10,244,000 dols., to 6,757,000 Ibs., valued at 
12,229,000 dols.; and imports of practically all other textile 
fibres and manufactures of textiles also showed increases. 


Among other imports to show a marked gain in quantity 
and value in January, 1937, as compared with January, 
1936, were included butter, cheese, undressed furs, crude 
rubber, lumber, newsprint, precious stones, tin, coal-tar 
products, industrial chemicals and fertilisers. 


‘Imports of tallow, cane sugar, alcoholic spirits, oilseeds, 

vegetable oils, unmanufactured tobacco, wood pulp, ferro- 
alloys, copper and art works were smaller in value in Janu- 
ary, 1937, than in January, 1936. 


GOLD AND SILVER 


Exports of gold amounted to 11,000 dols., compared with 
99,000 dols. in December, 1936, and 338,000 dols. in Janu- 
ary, 1936. Imports of gold amounted to 121,336,000 dols., 
compared with 57,070,000 dols. in December, 1936, and 
45,981,000 dols. in January, 1936. Silver exports amounted 
to 612,000 dols., compared with 236,000 dols. in December, 
1936, and 253,000 dols. in January, 1936. Silver imports 
amounted to 2,846,000 dols., as compared with 2,267,000 
dols. in December, 1936, and 58,483,000 dols. in January, 
1936.

Exports of wool in February, 1937, the fifth month of the 
1936-37 export season, amounted to 12,898 bales, destina- 
tions being as follows:—-The United States, 3,261 bales; the 
United Kingdom, 2,323 bales; Germany, 2,519 bales; Japan, 
2,176 bales: Belgium, 1,176 bales; Italy, 794 bales: France, 
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461 bales; Holland, 74 bales; Poland, 69 bales; Sweden, 29 
bales; and Argentina, 16 bales. 


In the period October 1, 1936, to February 28, 1937, ex- 
ports totalled 78,839 bales and the distribution was as 
follows :—Japan, 22,633 bales; the United States, 21,991 
bales; the United Kingdom, 12,497 bales; Germany, 8,721 
bales; Belgium, 5,573 bales; Italy, 2,654 bales; France, 
2.898 bales; Holland, 926 bales; Sweden, 817 bales; Poland, 
113 bales; and Argentina, 16 bales. 


The increase as compared with the previous season 
amounted to 14,568 bales.

Commercial Treaties and 
Arrangements 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA—UNION OF SOUTH 
AFRICA 


PROVISIONAL COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT 


By an exchange of notes, dated January 27, a provisional 
Commercial Agreement, providing for reciprocal most- 
favoured-nation treatment, has been concluded between the 
Governments of Czechoslovakia and the Union of South 
Africa. 


The Agreement also contains provisions relating to the 
possible establishment or maintenance, in either country, of 
a system of licensing or quantitative regulation of imports, 
or of any form of control of foreign exchange. 


The Agreement came into operation 21 days from Janu- 
ary 27 and will remain in force until July 30, and there- 
after, pending the conclusion of a formal Treaty of Com- 
merce, until the expiration of one calendar month from the 
date on which notice of termination shali have been given 
by either Contracting Party. 


NORWAY—URUGUAY 
COMMERCIAL TREATY 


The Board of Trade are informed that a Commercial 
Treaty between Norway and Uruguay, signed at Montevideo 
on April 4, 1936, entered into force on January 27, 1937, 
ratifications having been exchanged on January 12, 1937. 
The Treaty is concluded for one year, but may be prolonged 
indefinitely, subject to denunciation at three months’ notice. 

The Treaty provides for reciprocal unconditional and un- 
limited most-favoured-nation treatment in respect of 
Customs and other duties and Customs matters generally, 
and of navigation. 


The most-favoured-nation provisions of the Treaty are not 
to apply to: —(1) Favours granted to neighbouring countries 
such as those given by Norway to goods the produce or 

manufacture of Denmark, Finland and Sweden, and by 
Uruguay, Argentina, Bolivia, Brazil and Paraguay in 
Customs matters; (2) favours ‘granted to a third State in 


_ virtue of a Customs Union; (3) any special favours as re- 


gards exchange which Uruguay grants to States of South 
America. 


SWEDEN—SIAM 
DENUNCIATION OF TREATY 


The Board of Trade are informed that the Treaty of 
Friendship, Commerce and Navigation concluded at Stock- 
holm on December 19, 1925, between Sweden and Siam, 
together with its Protocol, was denounced by the Siamese 
Government on November 5, 1936, and will cease to have 
effect on November 5, 1937.

Nor is it proposed 
to make any change in the system of textile quotas which 
was recently introduced. Having regard to the importance 
on general grounds of avoiding fresh interference in the 
flow of international trade, His Majesty’s Government do 
not think it desirable that a system of Imperial preference 
should be introduced into Nigeria at the present time.” 


PALESTINE 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


The ‘‘ Palestine Gazette,’’ No. 670, of March 4 contains 
the Customs Duties (Exemption) Order (No. 3) 1937, under 
which sanitary fittings imported by local authorities for use 
in public latrines are exempted from import duty.

REBATE OF CUSTOMS DUTY ON CERTAIN 
MATERIALS FOR USE IN THE MOTOR AND 
ELECTRIC TROLLEY-BUS INDUSTRY 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of Proclamation 
No. 22 of 1937, published in the ‘‘ Government Gazette ”’ 
of February 12, which further amends paragraph 3 of Pro- 
clamation No. 188 of 1934, providing for the granting of 
rebates of ordinary duties on articles imported into the 
Union by manufacturers for use in the motor-bus and electric 
trolley-bus body-building industry, by the addition of a new 
sub-paragraph (d). For convenience of reference the com- 
plete list of articles now entitled to rebates of Customs duty 
when imported for use in this industry is given below :— 


(a) A rebate of the duty on metal skeleton framework, 
assembled, unassembled or in unfinished parts, for 
bodies, destination boxes, windows and seats, when 
imported for the building of motor-bus and electric 
trolley-bus bodies in the Union. 


(b) A rebate of the duty on motor-bus chassis and 
on the undercarriage (including in each case one

tyre and tube per wheel) and driving and trolley 
equipment of electric railless cars or trolley-buses, 
for the building of bus bodies in the Union with or 
without metal skeleton frameworks imported in 
terms of paragraph (a). 


(c) A rebate of the duty on metal sections not provided 
for in Item 122* of the Tariff and not perforated, 
put together or worked up in any way, when im. 
ported for the construction in the Union of the 
framework of motor-bus and electric trolley-bus 
bodies, destination boxes, windows and seats. 


(d) A rebate of the duty on pulpboards, cellulose paints, 
primers, pastes, baking enamel, varnishes, thinners, 
putty and upholstery materials in the piece or roll, 
not cut to shape. 


MINIMUM PRICES FOR IMPORTED STEEL 
PRODUCTS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of Government 
Notice No. 327, dated March 1, published in the ‘‘ Govern- 
ment Gazette Extraordinary ’’ of March 1, which fixes the 
minimum prices at which certain iron and steel goods of 
a class or kind manufactured in the Union shall be imported 
into the Union. The following are the broad categories of 
goods affected : — 


Group A: Joists (also known as Beams), Angles, 
Channels, and Tees. 

Group B: Flats and Special Shapes (viz., Tapered 
Bars, Ovals, and Half-rounds).

IMPORT LICENCES 


A Circular, dated February 6, 1937, issued by the Polish 
Ministry of Finance, gives notice that the Polish Ministry 
of Industry and Commerce have indicated that import 
licences are not required by them in respect of yeast, im- 
ported under permit from the Minister of Finance (Tariff 
No. 284). 





A Circular, dated February 8, 1937, issued by the Polish 
Ministry of Finance, gives notice that :— 

(1) Import Hiesmees are issued by the Ministry of Industry 
and Commerce either direct or through the intermediary of 
Chambers of Commerce and Industry or the Chamber for 
Foreign Trade in Danzig. 
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(2) Originals and duplicates of import licences issued 
through the intermediary of Chambers specified in para- 
graph 1 are stamped on the reverse with the seal of the 
Chamber through which they have been issued. 


(3) Import licences issued by the Ministry of Industry 
and Commerce direct as well as through the Chambers 
mentioned in paragraph 1 may embody a clause ‘‘ through 
ports of the Polish Customs Area.”’ 


Such licences are issued in three copies of identical word- 
ing, of which the first copy (original) is handed to the party, 
while the second and third copies are sent separately to the 
Customs Office at Gdynia and to the Customs Directorate 
at Danzig. 

(4) On the Customs clearance of goods covered by import 
licences specified in paragraph 3 the provisions specified 
below are to be applied :— 


(a) The Customs clearance of a commodity covered by import 
licences referred to under para. 3 can be performed either 
in the Customs Office at Gdynia or in one of the maritime 
Customs Offices situated in the district of the Customs 
Directorate at Danzig ; 

(b) The Customs clearance of a commodity can be performed 
by the Customs Office (in Gdynia or Danzig) after the 
presentation by the party of the original of the licence, 
and the provisions contained in the third sentence of 
clause 4 of para. 14 of the manipulation instructions are 
to be applied in this respect. 

(c) In cases where goods specified in the import licence are 
notified by the party in several lots, the Customs Office 
will attach to the first Customs notification their copy 
(second or third) of the import licence and make a note 
on the original received from the party in conformity 
with the provisions of clause 3 of para. 37 of the manipu- 
lation instructions. 

(d) If the party wishes to perform the subsequent Customs 
clearance in a Customs Office situated in the other port 
of the Polish Customs area, the Customs Office holding 
the original of the licence will transmit it officially 
at the written application of the party to the Customs 
Office situated in the other port of the Polish Customs 
area, 

The Customs Office in Gdynia will send the original of 
the licence to the Customs Directorate in Danzig, which 
will address it to the proper Customs Office. 

(e) The Customs Office performing the Customs clearance of 
goods on the basis of a licence which has been partially 
used in a Customs Office situated in the second port of 
the Polish Customs area will note on their copy (second 
or third) the previous clearance shown on the original 
of the licence. 
attached to the Customs notification by the Customs 
Office, which will make a note on the original in accord- 
ance with the provisions of clause 3 of para. 37 of the 
manipulation instructions. 

(f) Further Customs clearances (after the attachment of the 
second or third copy of the import licence to the first 
Customs notification in the given port) can be per- 
formed only on the basis of the original of the import 
licence, whereby the party is bound each time to furnish 
the Customs Office with a copy of the import licence 
prepared at its own labour and cost. 

On every copy the party must mark all the previous 
clearances performed according to the notes placed on 
the reverse of the original import licence, and the copy 
must be confirmed by the Customs Office in the manner 
indicated in clause 2 of para. 16 of the manipulation 
instructions. 

A copy of the import licence made by the party will 
be attached by the Customs Office to the relevant Cus- 
toms notification, whilst a note will be made on the 
original in conformity with the provisions of clause 
3 of para. 37 of the manipulation instructions. 

(g) ‘The Customs Office must at each clearance verify that the 
import licence has not been exhausted. 

(h) The original of the import licence will be kept by the 
Customs Office, in which the last Customs clearance took 
place until a subsequent Customs clearance or until the 
presentation by the party of an application for the 
transfer of the original to the Customs Office situated 
in the other port of the Polish Customs area. 

(i) The original import licence (instead of the duplicate—see 
clause 7 of para. 37 of the manipulation instructions) is 
to be returned to the Ministry of Industry and Com- 
merce by that Customs Office which is in possession of 
the import licence at the time of its exhaustion or 
on the expiration of its validity. 

(k) In the records kept in conformity with clause 9 of 
37 of the manipulation instructions the Customs Office 
must, on transmitting the original either to the Customs 
Office situated in the other port of the Polish Customs 
area or to the Ministry of Industry and Commerce, mark 
the amount of the goods cleared and the numbers of the 
respective Customs notifications in respect of which the 
licence has been used up. Moreover, it is necessary to

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mark the date and number of the letter under cover 
of which the licence has either been transmitted or 
finally returned. 


(1) The Customs Office of the port in which a particular 
import licence has not been used at all is bound to 
transmit its (second or third) copy of the licence, after 
the period of its validity, to the Ministry of Industry 
and Commerce. 


(m) In case of need the Customs Office in Gdynia and the 
Customs Directorate in Poznan on the one side and the 
Customs Directorate in Danzig on the other side will 
mutually inform each other as to individual licences. 


(5) Simultaneously the Ministry of Finance announces 
that the returnable copies of import licences of the Ministry 
of Industry and Commerce, irrespective of whether they 
have been issued direct by the Ministry or through the 
intermediary of the Chamber, must be sent to the following 
address: Ministry of Industry and Commerce, Reglamenta- 
tion Referat, Warsaw, Kr. Przedmiescie 47/49. On the 
other hand, should they discover discrepancies in the import 
licence between the description of the goods and the item 
of the Customs Tariff, the Customs Office will send it either 
to the Ministry of Industry. and Commerce or to the 
Chamber, through which the licence was issued. 


SPAIN 


FURTHER CUSTOMS DUTY REDUCTIONS 


The ‘‘ Gaceta de la Repitblica,’’ published at Valencia on 
March 11, contains two Decrees, dated March 9, which pro- 
vide for further reductions of Customs duty on various 
goods. Particulars of the former and the new duties, each 
of which includes the percentage surtaxes established by the 
Law of May 29 last (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” 
of June 18, 1936, page 911), are given below. These new 
duties are, of course, only applicable in the Customs houses 
controlled by the Valencia Government. 


The new duties are, like the former duties, fixed in gold 
pesetas and, when paid in silver coins or notes of the Bank 
of Spain, are subject to a surcharge which is fixed every ten 
days. The surcharge for the second ten days vf March is 
144-19 per cent. 

The duties on the foodstuffs listed below (Tariff Nos. 1343 
onwards) are valid until the end of March: thereafter they 
will be revised at fortnightly interv vals: —

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued 
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SUSPENSION OF THIRD TARIFF 


A further Decree of the same date provides for the tem- 
porary suspension of the surtaxes fixed in the ‘ Third 
Tariff.”” These surtaxes are applicable to certain goods of 
extra-European origin when imported into Spain from a 
European port. The goods concerned comprise: petroleum, 
coconut and palm oil, indigo, raw cotton, hemp, jute and 
agave, hides and skins, tea, coffee, cocoa, spices, sugar and 
motor Cars. 


PORTUGAL 
PROHIBITION OF EXPORT OF OLIVE OIL 


The ‘* Didrio do Govérno ” (Lisbon) of March 4 contains 
a Decrec-Law (No. 27547) of the same date which prohibits 
temporarily the exportation of olive oil from Portugal, 
except to Brazil and the Portuguese Colonies. 


TURKEY 


ANGLO-TURKISH CLEARING: STAMPING OF 
CERTIFICATES OF TURKISH ORIGIN 


Under the Anglo-Turkish Trade and Clearing Agreement, 
1936, all Turkish goods exported to the United Kingdom 
must be accompanied by a Certificate of Origin in duplicate. 
One copy of the Certificate will be stamped by the United 
Kingdom Customs and sent by them to the Clearing Office. 
Importers and their agents are reminded that the copy to 
be so stamped is the duplicate marked “ B,’’ which bears 
the inscription ‘‘ This copy must bear the same serial 
number as the original certificate. It will be stamped by 
His Majesty’s Customs and sent to the Clearing Office.”’ If, 
when Turkish goods are presented for entry, the importer is 
not in possession of the prescribed Certificate of Origin, it 
should be noted that a certificate presented at a later date 
cannot be stamped by H.M. Customs. Any certificates which 
become available after the entry of the goods referred to 
therein should be forwarded by the importer direct to the 
Clearing Office with a reference to the number of the relative 
A.T.C.O. Form No. 1. 


The above procedure will apply where an entry is for part 
only of the goods covered by a certificate. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
CONSULAR INVOICES 


The Board of Trade have received information that under 
a United States Treasury Decision [T.D.48791] Consular 
Invoices are required for single shipments of merchandise 
imported into the United States exceeding $100 in value 
which contain mechandise valued at less than $100 subject 
to an ad valorem rate of duty. 


IMPORTATION OF NEWSPAPER 
SUPPLEMENTS 


The Board of Trade have received information that under 
a United States Treasury Decision [T.D. 48791] newspaper 
supplements imported into the United States in advance of 
the news sections of the papers of which they are comple- 
ments, consisting of a rotogravure section, comic section, 
and a magazine section, being parts of newspapers, are 
excluded from free entry under paragraph 1726 of the Tariff 
Act of 1930. 


MARKING OF GOODS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a United 
States Treasury Decision [T.D. 48791], published on Febru- 
ary 4, which amends the United States marking regulations 
as follows :— 


(1) Wrapping paper of a substantial nature which 
completely envelops or enfolds bolts of piece-goods 
should be considered as the immediate container thereof 
and should be marked to indicate the country of origin. 

(2) Cylindrical strips of knitted cloth approximately 
2 inches in diameter by 8 inches in length used on the 
bottom of trousers, ski suits, ete., are required to be 
individually marked to indicate the country of origin. 
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So far as these decisions involve a change of practice they 
will be applied only to such articles which are imported 
after a period of sixty days has elapsed following the date 
of publication in the weekly Treasury Decisions. 

The Board of Trade have also received a copy of T.D. 48833 
published on March 4 which amends the United States 
marking regulations as follows :— 


(1) Picks for musical instruments are required to be 
individually marked to indicate the country of 
origin by diesinking or other permanent method, 
with the exception of shell picks, which may be 
marked by use of a rubber stamp and indelible ink, 


(2) Bicycle frames are required to be marked in a per- 
manent manner to show the country of origin, such 
as by diestamping, embossing or engraving the 
frames or the name plates which are securely 
attached thereto or by the use of decalcomanias, 
which after application to the frames are coated 
with varnish. 

(3) Substantial labels (the sample before the Customs 
Bureau was 102 inches in diameter), showing the 
name of the country of origin in conspicuous and 
easily read letters may be accepted as proper mark- 
ing on containers of imported merchandise. 


So far as these decisions involve a change of practice they 
will be applied in the case of (1) only to merchandise im- 
ported after a period of 90 days, and in the case of (2) after 
a period of 60 days has elapsed following the date of publi- 
cation in the weekly Treasury Decisions.

The Journal of the Iron and Steel Institute, Vol. CXXXIV, 
No. 11, 1936. Edited by K. Headlam-Morley, Secretary. Pub-

The present volume contains fifteen papers presented at the 
autumn meeting held in Diisseldorf on September 21 and 22, 
1936, together with the discussions and correspondence on 
them. A number of these papers were also presented at an 
additional meeting of the Institute held in London on October 
29 and 30, 1936, which was arranged in order to provide more 
time for their consideration. Discussions which took place 
at these sessions are also included in this volume. 

The functions held and the works visited during the meeting 
in Disseldorf are also reported. Biographical notes on the 
careers of deceased members are to be found at the end of 
Section 1. 

Three Special Reports were also presented at these meetings, 
namely, Special Report No. 13, ‘‘ Fourth Report of the Corro- 
sion Committee,’”’ Special Report No. 14, ‘‘ First Report of the 
Alloy Steels Research Committee,’’ and Special Report No. 15, 
“Second Report of the Steel Castings Research Committee,”’ 
all being Reports of Joint Committees of the Iron and Steel 
Institute and the British Iron and Steel Federation to the 
Tron and Steel Industrial Research Council. In order that 
the discussions and correspondence on these Reports may be 
available in a convenient form they are not included in the 
respective volumes, but will be published separately as supple- 
ments to the individual Special Reports. 

Section II is devoted to a survey of the literature on the 
manufacture and properties of iron and steel and kindred 
subjects, and consists of a collection of abstracts of articles 
from the Transactions and Proceedings of scientific societies 
and from the technical press. This Section also contains 
reviews of recent books and bibliographies of literature deal- 
ing with the manufacture and properties of iron and steel. 
The matter included in this Section has already appeared in 
the Bulletin of the Iron and Steel Institute which is issued 
monthly. 

In front of the title page is inserted a list of the British 
Standardised Steel Samples, issued jointly by the Iron and 
Steel Institute and the National Physical Laboratory, showing 
where and on what terms the samples are available. Proposal 
forms for membership and associateship of the Institute will 
also be found in the same place. 


Fusion Welded Steel Air Receivers (B.S.S. No. 487). 

The British Standard Specification for Fusion Welded Steel 
Air Receivers, No. 487, was first issued in 1933, and recently 
a review of the specification was undertaken to ascertain 
whether any amendments were necessary to bring the specifica- 
tion into line with present-day practice. 

This review indicated that the specification had in general 
proved satisfactory in practice and that no important changes

were necessary. The principal amendments which are incor- 
porated in the revised issue of the specification, which has 
recently been published, are in connection with the require- 
ments relating to welding rods and to the tests for the general 
soundness of the weld metal.

Apparatus for the Measurement of Radio Interference. B.S.S. 
No. 727-1937. 

The British Standards Institution has just published a 
specification relating to apparatus for the measurement of 
interference with the reception of broadcast radio transmis- 
sions, caused by electrical appliances. 

As is well-known, this type of interference can be suppressed 
by the employment of devices involving the use of condensers, 
resistors and chokes, separately or in combination. 

In order that the efficacy of such devices can be tested and 
described in precise terms, and the most satisfactory method 
of interference-suppression employed in any given case, it is 
necessary that there shall be some means of measuring inter- 
ference-producing voltages and/or electric fields of the kind 
referred to above in a manner which, as far as possible, is 
appropriate to the special characteristics of these voltages and 
fields and their significance in relation to radio reception. 
Further, in view of certain commercial and international 
aspects of the matter it is desirable that there shall be inter- 
national understanding and agreement as to the method of 
measurement.

As a result of 
an extensive comparison of various methods of measurement, 
combined with a statistical investigation of the relation 
between certain objective measurements of voltage and the 
corresponding subjective impressions of interference, this body 
has reached agreement as to the appropriate basis of measure- 
ment and the essential characteristics of the measuring instru- 
ment. 

No. 727-1937) embodied 
the relevant agreed recommendations of the C.I.8.P.R. as to 
the nature, essential characteristics and performance of an 
instrument for the measurement of interference. It further 
gives as an example a detailed description of the design and 
operation of a measuring set which adequately fulfils these 
requirements and has been found satisfactory in practice, both 
for the measurement of interference-producing voltages at the 
terminals of an appliance, and also, when equipped with a 
suitable aerial, for the measurement of the intensity of inter- 
ference-producing electric fields.

TRADERS 


The Department of Overseas Trade has at its command 
an extensive overseas Intelligence system, which comprises 
the Commercial Diplomatic and Consular Services in foreign 
countries and Trade Commissioners and Imperial or other 
Trade Correspondents in the Empire. 


From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and -is available to any firm trading in goods manu- 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at 35, Old Queen Street, 
Westminster, London, 8.W.1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations; 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 


Members of United Kingdom firms are urged to call upon 
the Department’s representatives abroad when they visit 
an overseas country. It is also important that they should 
make a point of their representatives abroad keeping in 
close touch with the Department’s officers. 


METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of the information required. 


When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners or Imperial or other Trade Correspondents in 
the British Empire, and to H.M. Commercial Diplomatic 
or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it is gener- 
ally advisable to communicate in the first instance with the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W.1, as the information required is frequently 
already in the possession of the Department, and the delay 
involved in communicating with the officers abroad can 
therefore often be avoided. Should the information re- 
quired not be available in London, the Department will 


make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 
behalf. 


When making application for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 


(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 


(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 


(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required.
